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2. FLOODING AND STORMS IN THE SOUTH

Storm systems containing flooding rains and damaging winds (occasionally tornadoes)
made several visits to the South this month. Many parts of Oklahoma reported record
or near record February precipitation. Almost every waterway in Mississippi reached
or exceeded flood stage sometime during the month.

Parts of Dumas, AR, which had never been flooded, were covered by water as the result
of 7.81 inches of rain which fell in twenty hours on the 2nd and 3rd. More than 5
inches of rain had fallen in the previous ten days. LEFT: Cars are submerged while
parked along Peach Street.

On the 9th and 10th, another major storm rolled across the South, producing damaging
winds, heavy rain, and tornadoes. Several of the eleven empty fuel storage tanks at
Plantation Pipe Line Company (Helena, AL) were partially collapsed by the high winds
on the 10th.

4. OAK HALL, PA TORNADO OF FEBRUARY 16, 1990.

A weak (F1) tornado, probably a "gustnado," touched down just east of State College,
PA near Oak Hall, PA. It was only the second known tornado since 1916 in Pennsylvania
in February. An abbreviated version of Dr. Gregory S. Forbes’ (Penn Sate University)
final report follows:

A "mini" tornado touched down near Oak Hall at about 7:35 p.m. EST Friday evening
February 16, 1990. Based upon an inspection of the damage produced by the storm, the
tornado first touched down over an open field to the north and east of the Panorama
Village Elementary School, located north of old PA Route 322 about one-half mile west
of the Route 45 intersection. Areas to the south and west of the touchdown spot
experienced only gusts from the accompanying thunderstorm, downing some small branches,
and there did not appear to be any structural damage to the school or the Village. The
touchdown Tocation was just south of the Route 322 bypass, north of Circle Drive, in
College Township, Centre County, PA. The tornado moved toward a direction slightly
north of east (moving from 250 degrees on the compass), at a speed estimated as 40-50
mph. The tornado generally remained within the Nittany Valley separating mountain
ranges to the northwest and southeast and avoiding the southern foothills of Mt.
Nittany. However, the tornado began over a relatively open area on a relatively high
spot of the valley floor. The tornado quickly reached F1 intensity as it descended the
slope from the "hilltop" to Spring Creek, and weakened shortly after it ascended the
sharp embankment to the east of Spring Creek. Thereafter the tornado was rather weak,
producing only sporadic damage except within two concentrated swaths. The tornadic
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circulation could be detected eastward to Linden Hall, making the path length just
under 3 miles. The tornado would have been on the ground for about 3 minutes.

The tornado core’s swath of damaging winds was about 150-200 yards wide where it
crossed Route 45, but damaging winds extended southward to a radius of about 0.25 miles
in what was probably a region of "inflow jets" (but possibly also due to microbursts).
One of the inflow jets felled trees and damaged a garage at the Ross Lowder residence,
at the extreme western end of the Boalsburg Pike in Boalsburg. The Lowders were
watching television at the time of the tornado, which they pinpointed as 7:35 or 7:36
p.m. They were aware of a tornado watch in effect, so when they began to hear a roar
above the volume of the television, they began to Took out the window and find out what
was going on. They reported little rain or lightning, but felt pressure effects and
saw the windows bowing out. A medium pine tree and a large oak tree cluster (four one-
foot-diameter trunks coming from the same root ball) were uprooted toward the NNW. The
oak cluster fell onto the garage, causing damage. Small objects were blown toward the
NW. Wind speed was probably 60-75 mph at tree-top level there. .

There were no known injuries due to the tornado. The width of the swath of FO wind
damage was about 150-200 yards during the initial portion of its path, and widened to
an average of 250-300 yards, but was widened to as much as 550 yards where inflow jet
(or microburst) winds extended damage farther south of the tornado path. Isolated tree
branch damage due to the gust front of the accompanying thunderstorm produced a swath
of intermittent F- to occasional FO damage that was as much as 1.5 miles wide.

The damage survey was performed on the auto by Greg Forbes. Several students and Accu-
Weather, Inc. meteorologists also inspected the damage path, by car and on foot. Their
observations have been included in this report.

The peak wind speed estimate of 110 mph is based upon (1) the extent of the damage to
trees and road signs and (2) the presence of treefall from the east toward the west.
The latter is uncharacteristic of minitornadoes, because on the north side of the
tornado the tornado translation and wind rotation are in opposite directions, such that
these wind components tend to cancel each other and resulf in winds much weaker than
on the south side of the tornado. Because several trees were downed from the east, it
seems probable that east winds were at minimum 60 mph on the north side of the tornado.
On the south side of the tornado the winds would have been much stronger. Although
adding translation and rotation would yield about 140 mph on the south side of the
tornado, a speed there of 110 mph (top F1) seems more consistent with the damage.
However, the assumption that the tornado’s translational and rotational wind components
are additive may not be valid in a situation like this were the tornado was not
propagating in a steady state. The tornado appeared to intensify due to the vertical
extension or stretching of its funnel on the downgrade between the hill near the 322
bypass and Spring Creek and weaken after ascending the embankment of Spring Creek.
During an intensification, the tornado is characterized by strong inflow and
accelerations, and the impact of the translation may be minimized. For these reasons,
it is felt that a peak wind of 110 mph (top F1) is more realistic than 140 mph in this
instance.

The thunderstorm which hit near Oak Hall is believed to have been a remnant of a storm
which had hit near Indiana, PA about 6:15 p.m. A funnel cloud had been reported. The
Penn State radar had followed that storm, but had not seen anything to indicate a
possible tornado as it approached the State College area. Although the thunderstorm
was within the ground clutter of the State College area at the time of the tornado, the
thunderstorm was observed to pass about 1 km south of the radar (atop Walker Building
near the intersection of Routes 322 and 26 in State College). Gusts to 52 mph were
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observed from an anemometer on the roof (~75ft AGL) of Walker Building at 7:36 p.m.
EST. Sheets of heavy rain fell briefly during the storm, along with occasional
Tightning to the south., It is believed that the tornado was a "gustnadoe", a tornado
that formed along the gust front--the leading edge of the gusts flowing outward from
the accompanying thunderstorm. However, there may have been a small rotation center
aloft in the thunderstorm, which had been thought to have possibly been rotating
earlier in the evening while in the vicinity of Indiana, PA.

The Penn State radar had seen suggestions of small rotating thunderstorms near
Phillipsburg at 7:05 p.m., 15-20 miles SW of Dubois at about 6:15 p.m., and about 30
miles south of Bradford at about 5:28 p.m. Radio station WFRM in Coudersport reported
much tree damage, which may have been due to the latter storm. A1l indications were
that the thunderstorms were weakening as they entered Centre County, making the tornado
somewhat of a freak event.

Dr. Forbes, forecasters for the Campus Weather Service, and other students had been
monitoring the storms on the Penn State radar for several hours Friday evening, and
sharing information with the National Weather Service and with numerous radio stations
served by the Campus Weather Service. Centre County was under a tornado watch, issued
earlier by the National Weather Service, when the tornado hit.

This is believed to have been the only tornado ever reported in Centre County during
the month of February. Central Pennsylvania is one of the regions of the United States
least frequently visited by tornadoes, and those rare tornadoes are usually in May,
June or July. The most intense tornado to ever visit Centre County was on May 31, 1985
when a maxi tornado with winds in excess of 200 mph cut a half-mile-wide swath through
the Moshannon and Sproul State Forests north of Interstate 80. That tornado just
nicked the extreme northern point of Centre County along the Susquehanna River.

4. A STORMY DAY(S)!

The satellite picture (below) shows several major weather events in various parts of
the United States. A partial list follows:

Northeast and New England

An ice storm on the 15th and 16th was the worst in Connecticut since 1984 leaving
42,000 customers without power. Ten thousand customers were without power in the
suburbs of western Boston, MA. New York’s Niagara and Orleans counties experienced 5
to 11 inches of snow leaving 40,000 customers without power on the 15th. A tornado
(F1) was reported in Pennsylvania on the 16th.

Southeast

Severe thunderstorms occurred in Louisiana and Mississippi on the 15th and 16th.
Several states endured heavy rains during the same period: 5 to 11 inches in northern
and central Alabama; 5 to 10 inches in northwestern Georgia and flooding rains in
southeastern Tennessee.
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Southern California and Southwestern Arizona

Citrus fruit and strawberries were killed by temperatures as cold as the low 20’s on
the 15th and 16th.

Pacific Northwest

Three feet of snow fell on the higher Cascades of Oregon and the higher hills of
Portland, OR saw one foot of snow from the 14th through the 16th. Snow in northern
California and adjacent Nevada resulted in 130,000 homes without power. Echo Summit,

CA reported 67 inches of snow from the 14th through the 16th.

Here the roof of an open-ended garage has been lifted by the
tornado Tong enough to allow the two-man Tumber-jack’s saw to fly between the roof and
the supporting column. The residents stated that the saw had been hanging up inside
the garage prior to the tornado, and that the roof of their adjoining house had swayed
up and down several times, but came back down in place, as had the garage roof.
Eyewitness accounts of this phenomenon are sometimes dismissed as the imagination of
terrified residents, but are probably quite accurate! The house was situated on the
northern edge of the F1 tornado, and several trees were downed within 10 m to the
south.

Champaign, Vermillion, and Macon Counties were es%emally hard hit, The
heaviest ice accumulations stretched from Decatur through Champaign-Urbana and the Danville
area. Many trees, tree limbs, and power lines were brought down by the heavy ice
accunulations. Widespread power outages were experienced br thousands of utility customers
for periods that extended, in some cases, for over several days. Official precipitation
measured at Champaign was 1.79 inches; much of which was in the form of freezing rain. In
Champaign County alone, an estimated $12 million in damage was caused by the ice storm.
Across northern Tllinois many rural roads were closed due to the heav¥ snow, severe drifting,
and near blizzard conditions. = Chicago's, evening rush hour on the 14th was extremer
difficult_for area motorists and resulted in normal short commutes that became long trave
times of 3 hours or more. O'Hare International Airport flight operations came to a halt
during the evening of the 14th when the Airport was closed down to air traffic., Many airline
flights were canceled or were delayed for very long periods.

Stropg winds in excess of 40 mph combined with brief periods of heavy snow caused extensive
bl:ov_un?_and drifting snow across central and northern Indiana, Ffrequent periods of reduced
visibility to zero caused numerous motor vehicle accidents on interstates, state, and county
roads. In northeastern Indiana winds were clocked to near 50 mph during the aftefnoon. This
resulted in numerous accidents with 105 people being treated for_injuries at local hospitals.

In the extreme southeast
portion of Red River Parish and extreme northwest Natchitoches Parish, four homes suffered
extensive damage from fallln% trees, and U.S. Highway 71 was blocked by fallen trees, At
Ruston, windows were blown out of dormitories at Loujsiana Technical Umversuy’. A 47-year-
old woman was killed south of Calhoun when her mobile home was rolled by high wind gusts.
In Morehouse Parish, the roof of an elementary school in Collinston was blown off by
thunderstorm wind gusts. In Tensas Parish, store front windows were blown out in Newellton,
and a number of homes were damaﬁed by thunderstorm wind gusts ip the Lake Bruip area. The
wall of a business near Tallulah was blown in by thunderstorm winds._The remainder of the
wind damage was mainly to trees, power poles, and outbuildings.

Detroit's records go back
to 1870. Ann Arbor's 2.29 inches between 0300 EST on the 22nd and 0300 EST on the 23rd
missed their all time Februarx record set_in 1908 by 0.02 inch. The heavy rain, combined
with melting snow caused all of the rivers in southern lower Michigan to flood. In southeast
lower Michigan, the Clinton, Rouge, Raisin and the Huron Rivers, all flooded.

A steady-state thunderstorm embedded in a line of thunderstorms produced a great deal of
unusual February severe weather across northwestern South Carolina during the morning hours.
There were_four tornados affecting parts of five different counties and a few reports of
damaging winds. Although the tornados struck highly poFulated areas, they were relatively
weak FO and F] storms, and because of the hour, people were well protected from flying
debris, in their homes. A subdivision and mobile home park at Cherokee Gardens, near Seneca,
received around $120,000 in damages. Several mobile homes were destroyed by falling trees
and one was destroyed by the wind. Several homes receijved heavy damage from falling trees.
In central Pickens County, and in extreme northern Anderson County, a fairly large area of
downburst caused extensive damage to mobile homes and some permanent structures. One home
under construction collapsed. Perhaps the strongest tornado of this episode struck Easle(,
where 86 dwellings and many businesses were damaged. Some homes and mobile homes were nearly
destroyed. The high school's football field received heavy damage to the press box_and two
concrete walls were blown down. Total damage in Easley was estimated at well over $300,000.
A weak tornado struck the Haywood Mall area of Greenville. It blew the facing off a
storefront, blew down light poles, broke some glass, and damaged some signs. There would
have been great potential for injury there if the storm had struck a couple of hours later.
The tornado skipped several times and then struck the Pelham Road area quite heavily. It
caused a great deal of damage to homes and apartments. Most of the damage was relatively
minor, except where trees fell onto bUIldlqgs. There was some noteworth¥xfoof damage to some
homes., The fipal tornade touched down in Spartanburg County, near the border with Cherokee
County, near Chesnee. This storm moved quickly into Cherokee County, where it damaged
several homes, and one mobile home was picked up. Miraculously, the couple inside was
uninjured. Virtuallg atl of the damage occurred 1n Cherokee County, where early estimates
of damage are near $80,000. In Greenwood County, there was some floodmg near Piedmont Plaza

After two weeks of nearly continuous snow in the Cascades, the snowpack became too deep and
unstable to safely keep the mountain highways open. Fifteen to 20 feet of new snow had
fallen_ in the mountains over a period of about 14 days never having & _chance to settle and
stabilize. R:smg freezing levels and precipitation turning to rain on the 8th caused
avalanche dangers to become extreme, Snoqualmie, Stevens, and White passes were closed until
unstable areas of snow had released themselves. Snoqualmie Pass, the main east-west route
across the state, remained closed until the 11th. Stevens and White passes opened
temporarily on the 9th, but were closed again by evening.

These passes also remained closed until the 11th. Four truckers were stranded near the White
Pass sumit overn fght on the 9th and rode out seven slow moving avalanches before mormng.
One tanker truck filled with milk was almost pushed off a 500-foot dropoff by one of the
slides. An avalanche at the Alpental Ski Area near Snoqualmie Pass went into an Loyee
parking lot covering several vehicles and damagmﬁ some heavy equipment. Avalanche activity
on Stevens Pas_‘.gflled up to 50 feet of snow on the highway. Avalanche activity during the
three-day period was the worse seen in 20 years with some of the snowslides knocking down
large stands of mature timber. During the period of pass closures, truckers and other cross
state travelers were forced to either wait for improved conditions or take a 200 mile detour

through the Columbia Gorge.

$trong winds and heavy surf caused extensive damage on American Samoa as Ofa moves southward
well west of the islands with the center passing about 100 miles to the west of Pago Pago
at about 00 UTC on the 4th. Normally a storm this far away would not be expected to cause
too severe damage. However, Ofa was a large and well developed storm ¢lose to its peak
intensity as it moved southward to the west of Samoa. The mountainous terrain caused unusual
local wind effects as the northerly winds gusted at 80 to 100 mph in spots downwind of the
mountains, Very large swell, out ahead of the storm and directed toward the north facin

beaches, caused locally heavy damage and severe beach erosion. Western Samoa received muc

more severe dama%s including at least 7 fatalities. Another outlying island, the tiny Swains
Island well north of Samoa also received damage from waves and wind. Monetarz losses in
American Samoa Were estimated at about $50 million, much of it crops such as taro, bread
fruit, banana, coconut, and papa%/a. Following right behind Ofa was a sma{l unnamed tropical
storm which passed wel [ west of Samoa on the 7th but kept the strong northerly winds going.

The lower limit (73 mph) is the beginning of
hurricane wind speed; peel surface off roofs;
mobile homes pushed off foundations or over-
turned; moving autos pushed off the roads.

(F2) Significant tornado (113-157 mph):
Considerable damage
Roofs torn off frame houses; mobile homes
demolished; boxcars pushed over; large trees
snapped or uprooted; light-object missiles
generated.

(F3) Severe tornado (158-206 mph): Severe
damage
Roofs and some walls torn off well-constructed
houses: trains overturned; most trees in forest
uprooted; heavy cars lifted off ground and
thrown.
